Instead of flowers popping out of 
the soil, heads were popping out of room 104 to collect leafy green from 
you for your announcements, dues, and play tickets. Ah spring! Aw nuts! 
Room 104 had its more pleasant moments, too. Your joke-filled edition 
of the ''Cardinal,'' announcements, and ''Dias Cardinales'' were dispensed 
from it. 

The senior play, "A Date With Judy,'’ provided one of the more 
flowery events of spring.

All that would remain 
of your senior year was your signature in the big book in the tower, and 
the thought brought a lump to your throat that you couldn't quite swallow. 


Commencement exercises were held in the Greek Amphitheatre at 
State College, this year. A small bonfire in the south section of the 
Hoover stadium had necessitated this. You filed in to the dignified 
strains of ''Pomp and Circumstance,'' clad in your red or white cap and 
gown.

Varsity Shh 


Seldom does a football team lose every game on its schedule and still have its 
season lauded as one of the most successful in the school's history, but the '48 edition 
of Hoover's Cardinals is an exception.. Football is now on an even keel at Hoover with 
many experienced gridsmen returning next year, and some talent even slated to return 
for two more years. Interest on the grid is again high and seasons to come should estab- 
lish this past season as that of the “great awakening." 


When Coach Bob Kirchhoff first took over the reins of the varsity gridders, this 
past season, he realized the task he was undertaking. Most of last year's squad had 
graduated. Those returning found themselves working under a new mentor with views 
on pigskin maneuvers different from thosez of their previous helmsman. Many other 
members of Coach Kirchhoff's crew were veterans of sophomore or jayvee pigskin war- 
fare, but lacked the experience, size, or bo th for first-class varsity gridders. 


Not until the Redbirds’ first taste of action in the East-West Football Carnival did 
Mentor Kirchhoff learn that some of the mainstays in pre-season workouts lacked the 
winning punch under pressure. Crosstown rival, San Diego High, mauled the Hocker- 
villers 21-0 during the 20 minutes of playing time allotted in the Carnival. 


Hoover's detense improved in the first regular game, but the offensive failed to 
tally as San Bernardino trampled the Cards, 25-0. Two weeks later, the red and white 
clads tasted their first Coast League action. John Muir recorded a 13 to 6 victory over 
the Birds with a fumble play providing the Muirites with the deciding margin. A strong 
Long Beach Poly eleven was next to romp over the Kirchhoffmen. After fighting to a 
scoreless initial quarter standstill, the jackrabbits goose-egged the punchless Cards, 
38-0. 


Losses were becoming a habit by the time Pasadena had squeezed past Hoover, 
19 to 12, but whip wielder Kirchhoff's hog hiders were gaining respect from league foes 
as a spirited bunch of ball players after they met with potent Compton. The second 
place Coast Leaguers played a hard game of heads-up ball to subdue the Hooverites 
26 to 12. 


One of Southern California's top elevens, Long Beach Wilson, whitewashed the 
Cardinals 56-0 the week before San Diego's Cavemen were to host the Cards. In the 
traditional Cave-Card clash, the Redbirds powered over one six pointer and the divi- 
dend, but San Diego's 39 digits, most of which were tallied in the opening half, were 
more than enough to trample the Hockervillers. Grossmont's 26 to 13 pasting of the 
Red and Whites Thanksgiving afternoon finished the season.

Rinehart and Jack Roznos, received most of the post-season honors. Roznos, playing 
his third and final year at a guard slot, was named to first string of an All-County, 
All-Star aggregation picked by the Prep Sports Editors’ Association. Rinehart was 
placed on first string of the Coast League All-Star eleven picked by the Breitbard 
Athletic Foundation. Roznos was also named best Card blocker and tackler as well as 
captain, and Rinehart received the most improved player award. 


Operating from the wings on the Kirchhoff-coached crew were Ronnie Dahlin, 
Jack Day, Emil Jouglet, seniors, and George Boop, promising sophomore. Tacklers were 
often guards or guards often backs during the year as Coach Kirchhoff continually 
juggled the line-up in search of the strongest possible combination. Frank Dibb, Stan 
Kuerbis, Roy Woods, Roznos, and Rinehart, seniors, and Jack Harrison, Chuck Kahan, 
Chuck Abbot, Jim Brown, Tom Sayer, and Phil Rutcowski, juniors, saw most of the 
action at the two positions. Ed Johns moved up from J. V. to take the first string 
pivot slot chores on his shoulders. 


Bill Bridgford and Dave Gray, fullbacks, and Wayne McWilliams, half, were the 
only seniors in the backfield. Don Bonatus, rifle-armed passer as well as a fine blocking 
back; Don Day, powerful line bucker, and Jerry Huston, big first string signal caller, saw 
much action though sophomores. These promising sophs and a group of juniors turned 
in large backfield stints. Ronnie Crotts, a crazy-footed scatback; Jim Tetley, an accu- 
rate, passer; Dick Woods, a speed demon; Del Teter, powerful punter, and Bud Olson, 
another talented reserve, should all go to make next year's offensive nothing short of 
dynamite. :

In the opener, the Bee footballers invited a big Grossmont sophomore team to 
Hoover turf and proved the theory that the bigger they come, the harder they fall. 
Striking home three times on aerials and once via ground, the Redbird Bees tacked up 
a 25 to 8 verdict. 


A San Diego sophomore eleven was next to face the Cards. Neither team gained 
anything except a few bruises, and the pig fest ended in a scoreless tie. 


Muir's Bees knocked the Hoover lightweights out of the undefeated column a 
week later, 19 to 7. The next game found the Hockervillers again in the giant-killer 
role. Escondido's Jayvee fell before the Bees, 7 to 0. 


For the next two contests Hoover played second fiddle to their opponents. Pasa- 
dena recorded a 38 to 0 triumph over the Cardinals the week before Compton regis- 
tered a 28 to 0 win. Ray Henson, Don Hartley, and Norman Rubey, main cogs in the 
Hoover backfield, missed both games because of injuries. 


In a re-match with Grossomnt J. V., a 19-13 victory was racked up by the Red 
and Whites. To close the year, Coronado's Bees said "'uncle'' to the Whitemen, 19 to 7.
